WASHINGTON (U P )-T h e Sen- 
ate today headed for a showdown 
on the opening battle over the ci­ 
vil rights bill. 


Supporters 
said 
publicly 
and 
southern opponents conceded pri­ 
vately that the House-passed bat­ 
tle would result in keeping the 
bill oui of the hands of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee where a sim ­ 
ilar bill has been bottled up for 
months. 
A civil rights coalition headed 
by Senate GOF1 Leader William F. 
Knowlnnd and Sen. Paul IF. Doug­ 
h s < D-Ill. > resorted to a seldom- 
used Senate rule to try to put the 
bill directly on the Senate calen­ 
dar. 
Southerners vowed to fight the 
move but were expected to put j 
off any filibuster until the m eas­ 
ure actually comes up for debate 
some time next month. 
However, Sen. Olin D. Johnston 
(D-S.C.) said he was ready to talk 
now "for days and weeks." He al­

Until the announcement Britain 
was reported unwilling to suspend 
its tests; it was still unwilling to 
free the production of fissionable 
materials since it is a newly ar­ 
rived nuclear power and does not 
have the big stocks built up by the 
United 
States 
and 
presumably 
Russia. 
A Washington dispatch quoted 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson as saying the Sen­ 
ate will send representatives to 
the London talks if Eisenhower 
requests it to. Johnson indicated 
any such delegates should have a 
limited role which would not in-, 
vade the functions of the execu­ 
tive branch.

The bill said a “ major flaw” 
in present quota provisions was 
that they tended to discriminate 
against certain racial groups in 
that they lacked the opportunity 
to become members of existing 
country clubs and are restricted 
in

to establish

The bill was defeated in the 
I House last Friday, 62-109, in its in-
